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Thus for the 13th consecutive time, The Chronicle publishes its 
list of stallions, breeding, fee, owners and where the stallions stand 
at the various breeding farms in the country. There are 1,286 horses 
listed, the largest number to have been compiled and the largest num- 
ber of Thoroughbred sires ever to have been assembled in this coun- 
try. Are there too many? Yes, one could say there are too many if 
it became necessary for each one of these sires to earn his way by 
stud fees, for they are not all doing it. If it means that every one of 
these horses should produce at least one horse the equivalent of his 
own racing class, there w ould also be too many for they are not all 
doing it. Finally, if it means that every one of these sires, to justify 
his existence, should produce an average quota of 40 Thoroughbreds, 
there are too many. This country does not produce nor could it 
handle that many horses on its present track layout. 

But the important thing about this ever growing list of Thor- 
oughbred sires is its variety; the broad pattern of the blood provided 
and, perhaps, more important, the number of separate interests rep- 
resented by these horses, each of whom is concerned with improving 
the strain of the Thoroughbred in this country. The majority of 
these horses are not successful in the terms of producing horses of 
stakes class. They could not be for there are not that many stakes 
horses in the world, but through the success and through the failures 
of this fantastic list of sires, there is coming the knowledge and the 
experience of how to breed successful horses, that will prove the 
worth of the capital invested in them in the years to come. 

One cannot own a Thoroughbred sire, good or bad, without learn- 
ing something. It may be only to learn through experience that 
there is no proven route to breeding winners but that the surest route 
is to breed success with success. If the way was clear, John Camp- 
bell’s Experimental would have but the produce of the leading sire 
but this is very far from the case. The handicap list is represented 
by as completely a varied group of stallions as gould be imagined. 
True, one horse must inevitably top others in his number of winners 
and the amount his get have won, but as in the case of First Fiddle, 
the former famous handicap horse and now tied with War Dog for 
1951 leading 2-year-old sire honors, he has not reproduced stayers 
that come to themselves slowly, but speed horses, maturing early to 
race quickly at short distances. What he may do later is matter of 
conjecture, but seldom does a sire reproduce himself. This takes 
other blood, all kinds and combinations. It is here that the greatest 
strength of the American racing scene lies, in the immense variety 
which the breeders of the American race horse have at their command. 

For many years the English market has been the leading blood- 
stock market in the world. This market has been carefully preserved 
by a stud book which formerly excluded many American horses, a 
pretext thinly concealed, to preserve the value of the English horse. 
Such a false standard is no longer upheld for American bloodlines are 
now conceded to be as productive of class as any in the world. They 

cannot help but be with breeders branching further and further afield 
to bring to this country the finest blood available. It is interesting 
that in the past fortnight, two reports come from abroad, reactions 
to our racing development. One came from an English commentator 
querying the paucity of American horses racing abroad. Nelson 
Dunstan answered this individual concisely when in essence he re- 
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plied, “What is there abroad compared to the reward, by reputation 
as well as by pecuniary means, to racing in this country?” The sec- 
ond report was from Fasig-Tipton Company sale on the west coast 
where Japanese buyers were present to build up the racing structure 
in Japan. with American horses. Both of these instances, not impor- 
tant of themselves, are highly indicative of a trend that will become 
more and more prevalent in years to come, a trend of foreign im- 
porters here to seek blood in America to refurbish old blood and to 
gain something of the priceless variety which this list of sires, owned 


by the breeders of America, represents today.

Horsemanship Over 
Fences 


Dear Sir: 


Great strides have been made the 
last few years toward improving the 
requirements and conditions in the 
junior ranks but there is one phase 
that has been sadly neglected—the 
jump courses for horsemanship over 
fences events. What degree of skill 
does it take to get arouna the aver- 
age course we find for such classes? 
Invariably it is the same old brush 
and three common post and rails. 
Twice around the rail and these 
guarded with huge wings. 

The heights of the fences for 
juniors isn’t important, 3’-6” is a 
good maximum, but we must have a 
better variety and different way of 
going. Why can’t our show commit- 
tees set up a course consisting of a 
low triple in and out, one fence on 
the turn, a low trifle bar and so on. 
The results would be amazing, we 
would find that the finer rider, the 
one with true ability, would win. 

At Woodland Valley our juniors 
school over almost every type of 
fence and course found in the major 
show rings for open classes, Olym- 
pic try-outs and so on. These fences 
are usually low and have the spreads 
reduced but you will find everything 
from a garden gate to a target panel, 
hogs back or Riviera gate and not a 
wing to be found. Occasionally guest 
exhibitors at our junior shows have 
trouble with the courses but invari- 
ably their instructors are the ones 
that use the brush, rail and wing 


combination for their lessons. Since 
the courses are a challenge to them 
and none of the heights are fright- 
ening, the riders always seem to en- 
joy the show, win or lose. Course K, 
copied from the Garden with no 
fence over 3’-0” and perhaps some 
at 2’-6”, is excellent for 12 years 
and under riders. 

We will find that even the riders 
mounted on the “automatic mach- 
ines’’ will have to perk up, use their 
legs, show some true horsemanship 
and skill before they pick up the tro- 
phy and blue.

Survival of Stallion Lines In America 
Proves, Something of A Mystery 





Joe H. Palmer : 


The survival of stallion lines is 
something of a mystery. Possibly 
this is the wrong noun, because when 
everyone who is interested knows 
about something, it can hardly be 
called mysterious. But at least, 
even if the pattern in sire lines is 
known, nobody can explain exactly 
why it is quite like it is. 

North America is now producing 
approximately 9,000 foals a year, 
and I should say this is too many 
except that yearlings sold for an 
average of $4,007, which was an in- 
crease of about twenty-five per cent 
over 1950 and hardly suggests over- 
production. To produce these foals 
the services of approximately 1,300 
stallions were required, or at least 
used, which means that the average 
here is about seven foals to the stal- 
lion. 

We know that this is fundamen- 

tally wrong, and that the average 
stallion of any reputation will pro- 
duce some twenty-five foals a year, 
and this means that most of the 
1,300 stallions that are in the stud 
are getting a very few foals and, to 
be blunt about it, are there because 
they aren’t geldings. 
+ Last year something under 200 
stallions sired all the stakes win- 
ners on the continent, and if you 
subtracted the horses which won 
what were technically stakes only 
because they closed 48 hours before 
post time of the first race on the 
day they -were run and required a 
nomination fee, the number would 
be considerably less. There is, to 
take a random instance, Zayin, 
which is credited with a stakes win- 
ner named Seer. Seer didn’t actual- 
ly win any stakes, he got the Mary- 
land Futurity because the horse that 
finished first was disqualified. It 
seems probably that Danny Shea, at 
whose farm at Hyde, Md., Zayin 
stands, or Mrs. R. H. Heighe, who 
bred and owned Seer, will take off 
a section of my scalp for saying it, 
but honestly I can not get very en- 
thusiastic about this. Just to get 
in more trouble, the stakes involved 
was a closed race anyway, being 
open to homebreds. 

This seems to stray from what 
was the original point, which was 


that sire lines live and die for no dis- - 


cernible reason. I’m not going to 
take you back to the Godolphin 
Arabian and his contemporaries, or 
even to Herod, Matchem, and Eclip- 
se, though the temptation is rather 
Strong. But it seems improbable 
that of the number of stallions list- 
ed in this issue, there will be fifty 
that will be recognized by breeders 
who read the corresponding issue 
of The Chronicle in 2052, or that 
will have any surviving male line 
descendants. 

Statistics on the entire breed are 
a little hard to come at. On stakes 
winners they are more accessible, 
and since very few horses which 
have not won stakes survive in male 
line—not many get into the stud 
and those which do get nowhere 


usually—the figures are probably 


as dependable. 

Well, in 1950, of the nearly 250 
stakes winners which came from 
Eclipse (I did get him in after 
all), 227 of them came through 
one son, the rest from another. That 
is, of the hundreds of foals Eclipse 
sired, only two have bred on to our 
time. The most important of these 
is a horse which was actually named 
Potooooo000, though the name is us- 


ually now printed as Pot-8-0’s, and 
should have been Potatoes in the 
first place Only one of his_ sons, 
Waxy, bred on, and only one of 
Waxy’s sons bred on, and there now 
exist only three branches of this 
male family. 

The Matchem line is worse—it 
comes down seven generations thr- 
ough a direct line without a branch, 
and then divides into two male lines 
of which only one is of any impor- 
tance in this country. I guess, as 
long as we’re at this, we shouldn’t 
skip Herod; he comes down ten gen- 
erations without a branching line, 
and what is left isn’t very important. 
Some of the greatest horses of the 
American Turf, particularly Han- 
over, were in this group, but this 
branch may be accounted dead now, 
though a few sons of Wise Counsel- 
lor remain. 

This does not seem to depend 
exactly on merit. Lexington, for 
instance, led the sire list sixteen 
times, fourteen of them consecutive 
and yet you will find no male de- 
scendants of Lexington. *Star Shoot 
led it five times, as late as 1919, 
but you will not find any good hor- 
ses, and maybe not any horses at all, 
running back in male line to *Star 
Shoot. 

I suppose no one would dispute 
that Kingston was a better horse 
than Hastings, but Kingston sleeps 
unsurvived at Castleton Farm,.and 
Hastings, through his son Fair Play, 
survives in a line which has many 
branches. Crusader could have beat- 
en War Relic, too, but War Relic 
has Battlefield. : 

A year or so ago it was impossible 
to step out of a grandstand without 
being run over by a son of Bull Lea 
which had $50,000 in his teeth and 
was looking for Ben Jones. Last 
year, after some comparatively poor 
seasons, the get of Count Fleet 
could do nothing wrong, and about 
all anybody could do to lose money 
was to bet.on the wrong son of 


Count Fleet, as various persons did 


in the Derby. 


The moral, if there is any moral 
in this, is that you had better read 


over the list of stallions carefully 

because some of them will not be 

seen again, and the pedigrees of th:

Veteran Starter At Race Tracks Brings Out 
Pertinent Facts About Starting Gates 





Eddie Blind 


In the past 25 years I’ve worked 
with the many gates, including the 
“Maxwell Gate’’, just a single tape 
across the track, and with it we start- 
ed anywhere from 1 horse to 32 at 
Belmont Park. The reason we could 
start 32 was because the Widener 
Chute was very wide. On the average 
mile track in this country a 12-horse 
field is the limit. This is because the 
track isn’t wide enough to hold more 
than 12 gaging into a turn. They have 
started more in the Kentucky Derby 
at Churchill Downs, but on some 
occasions the race was not truly run 
on account of the crowding by the 
big field going into the first turn. 
That is the reason a mile track 
doesn’t have many mile races—it’s 
too close to the turn and therefore 
there is a good chance of a spill. 

I’ve seen George Cassidy, when I 
was assistant to him, start 32 horses 
at Belmont with but 3 assistant start- 
ers and have a beautiful start and 
the starts from the old tape, when 
you had a big field, were sure pretty 
to watch. They said when they 
brought the gates in it would do 
away with assistant starters. Well, 
it was just the opposite. They now 
use § assistants on the easrern mile 
tracks, that is, New York, New Jer- 
sey, Maryland, Florida and Del- 
aware. Santa Anita uses 7, and if 
the starter can control his assistants 
and jockeys, there is no reason the 
“gia shouldn’t go along smooth- 
7. 5 

I’ve started jumpers from a flag 
at Pimlico, Laurel and Bel Air the 
past 5 years and have only had to 


. handle one horse. The reason for 


such a minority was I was fortunate 
to have the top jumping riders like 
F. D. Adams, A. P. Smithwick, T. 
Field, the late H. Harris, A. Foot and 
D. Marzani; they were all good 
horsemen like Ray Woolfe’s hoy, a 
newcomer this year. If we taught 


our young flat riders and took as 
much time with them as the steeple- 
chase people do, we might not need 
any starting gates. 

' T’ve seen Marshall Cassidy, George 
Palmer and Buddy Wingfield have 
walk up starts from the tape and, 
believe me, the starts looked just 
as good as they do today. But with 
the tape horses were kicked and as- 
sistant starters had a tough time 
with horses like Equrpoise, Heel 
Fly, Display, War Admiral and Old 
Ironsides. They would hold up the 
start sometimes 10 minutes or more. 
Now it is very seldom you are at the 
gate more than a minute with a field, 
$0 the new type starting gate used 
today must be an improvement even 
if it doesn’t seem as sporting. 


In England they aren’t so inter-— 


ested in speed away from the gate 
as we are and that gives tne starter 
a good chance to get starts and then 
riders over there aren’t any better 
than ours, but they, I betreve, are 
taught to handle horses at the gate 
and don’t start riding until they 
have been around quite awhile. I’ve 
spoken to riders from England, 
France, Germany, South America 
and Denmark, and they seem to 
know a lot more about the horse it- 
self than our boys. Some of our best 
riders from New York state and the 
east never were on a horse and two 
years later were top riders and they 
knew nothing about the horse itself, 
just riding. I don’t think that is so 
in other countries where they have 
the Australian Gate. A boy must be 
able to handle and know horses or 
he wouldn’t be allowed to ride. In 
this country a boy gallops horses for 
six months, goes to the gate, breaks 
a horse off, and if he looks good, 
he’s okayed. 

Here comes another rider who is 
okayed, whether he knows a horse 
and what makes him move, or not.

I’ve been around horses all my life 
and I can still learn plenty. So what 
chance have our boys when they’re 
made so fast. Some of our riders 
are darn good horsemen, but you 
can count them on one hand. Some- 
body asked me one time why the 
riders that come from Canada are 
good riders, like T. Atkinson, J. 
Longden and the late G. Woolf, and 
a few more that I just can’t recall. 
The reason for this is, 1 think, only 
the good ones make it over here, so 
you see how many bad ones there are 
left up there. Well, they all can’t be 
Factors, Sandes, Atkinsons or Ar- 
caros. 

We started off to talk about start- 
ing gates, but it seems f got off the 
track somewhere. Well, back to 
gates. I’ve heard horsemen say hors- 
es breaking from a standing start 


out of a gate tend to break down. 
Well, a horse very seldom breaks 
down pehind and that’s where the 
strain is. When a horse takes off 
from a standing start, there is very 
little weight on his front legs when 
taking his first stride. As for me, I 
do like the old way of starting, but 
then [| like yorkshire Pudding and 
I seldom see that over here. I think 
the people here like to see fast starts 
and get it over with so they can 
cash their tickets and look for an- 
other winner. 

They are always trying to improve 
on the method of starting and some 
day they will come on with some 
kind of starting that will satisfy 
everyone. I’m always thinking about 
it but evidently don’t have an in- 
ventive mind. :

Kentucky’s New Stud Prospects and 
Sire Accomplishments of 1951

“Kentucky ‘Ole Kentucky 

Where the foals are newly born, 
And the corn is full of kernels, 
And the Colonels full of corn’’ 


It seems that my assignment for 
the Stallion Roster issue is to re- 
view ye past year’s racing activities 
in ye State of Kentucky. I approach 
the task with some trepidation and 
small relish, for, to be truthful, I 
have little stomach for the highly 
dangerous business of looking back- 
ward. After all, reflect what hap- 
pened to Lot’s Wife. If there be 
any truth in the yarn, I could easily 
wind up as a lump of salt lick on 
Spendthrift Farm, where my only 
consolation would be that of having 
my face washed daily by the best 
bunch of publicised horses in Amer- 
ica. I like to think that as long 
as I am still able to answer the bugle 
every January lst and number my- 
self a starter in the New /Year’s 
Handicap, that that fact is, in itself, 
sufficient hope for my creditors, as 
well as proof positive that His Sat- 
anic Majesty does, indeed, look after 
his special imps. However, this bus- 
iness of resurrecting and rehashing 
the few triumphs and many discour- 
agements of the past year, undoubt- 
edly, serves a useful purpose. It en- 
ables us to review ‘‘those things that 
have been done’ and also, to take 
note of “‘those things that have been 
left undone’’. Let us start off with 
praise for the former, before getting 
around to righteous chastisement for 
the latter. 

1951 has not been a sensational 
year for the Thoroughbred industry 
in the Blue Grass, nor, by the same 
token, has it been static. The Old 
Gentleman with the Scythe and hour- 
glass has made his appointed rounds 


without discrimination. We have, 
lost Warren Wright, Sr. Dr. E. W. 
Hagyard (father of Doctor Charlie), 
Samuel Riddle, Charles Nuchols 
and Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield. All 
of them were great names in the 
horse industry, here in Kentucky, 
and their loss will be keenly felt. 
Perhaps the biggest event of the 
year was the sale of Coldstream Stud 
by Dale Shaffer to Henry H. Knight, 
the Diamond Jim Brady of Alma- 
hurst Farm. It has been told of 
Diamond Jim that he thought little 
of selling a million dollars worth of 
railroad cars just to give him an ap- 
petite for lunch. The Master of 
Almahurst is rapidly acquiring the 
same sort of reputation as applied 
to horses and farms. What he paid 
for Coldstream has neyer been dis- 
closed, but you may ane it was 
slightly in excess of a buck-and-a- 
half. Henry Knight is a master 
salesman, and when he feels like it, 
also a stupendous buyer. I do not 
know how he bought Coldstream, but 
know that his usual modus operandi 


in such deals is to settle himself 
comfortably in a chair, lean back, 
and say expansively ‘Well, now, 


quote me a price on everything be- 
cause I want the lot’’. If he bought 
Coldstream that way, I would cer- 
tainly liked to have been a little 
mouse in the wainscotting. 

Other large real estate deals also 
took place during the year. One 
was the Reineman’s purchase of the 
1200 acres of Almahurst No. 2 Farm 
from Henry H. Knight. They have 
renamed it Crown Crest and are 
busily engaged in working it up in- 
to a top Kentucky stud. They de- 
serve every success that comes their 
Way. 

Another, was the purchase by E. 





Barry Ryan of 260 acres from Pete 
Widener III. This has been renamed 
Normandy Farm by its new owner, 
who has remodeled it along the same 
lines as horse farms in the famed 
Province of Normandy. 

Charles A. Kenney, the able ex- 
manager of Coldstream branched out 
on his own account b¥ leasing the 
Springdale Farm that had formerly 
been the John Stanley place. In size 
it is a little over one-hundred acres 
and is an ideal horse farm situated 
just off the main Versailles high- 
way. 

Turning to the sales, it has really 
been a bumper year. Thoroughbred 
stock prices rose steadily and are 
still climbing. A yearling sister to 
Twilight Tear fetched a cool $60, 
000, while a yearling filly by *Ali- 
bhai—Busher brought $55,000 into 
the Spendthrift coffers. From the 
same consignmet Mrs, Graham paid 
$42,000 for the War Admiral—Mpyr- 
tlewood colt only to return him a 
few weeks ago and claim a refund on 
the grounds that the colt had devel- 
oped curbs. Her money was returned 
to her without question and the son 
of War Admiral gladly taken back 
to be put into training in the joint 
partnership of his consignors Brow- 
nell and Leslie Combs, uncle and 
nephew respectively. In the matron 
division, Henry Knight dug deep 
and paid out $72,000 for the brood 
mare Say Blue from the Coldstream 
Dispersal. As told to you at the 
time, these 48 mares fetched just 
$10,000 short of one miltion dollars, 
and it’s going to be many a long year 
before that figure is eclipsed, even 
making due allowances for further 
inflation. It is fully expected that 
the rocketing market will zoom to 
greater heights next season, but only 
for top-class horses. If you have one 
you are quite liable to make a minor 
fortune, while if you only think you 
have ‘one, you may easily end up by 
giving it away. 

As far as stallion records for the 
past year are concerned, Kentucky 
horses dominated all fields of en- 
deavor. In the race for leading sire 
of America, it was a case of Count 
Fleet “first and the rest nowhere’’. 
The 12-year-old son of Reigh Count 
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and Quickly had but 46. winners 
during the year, but they accounted 
for 124 races. Eight of them were 
stakes winners of 22 stakes. The 
cash earned by the progeny of Mrs. 
Hertz’s_ stallion, totals $873,515, 
which sum is almost $300,000 better 
than his nearest rival, Bull Lea. 
More than half this was piled up by 
Count Fleet’s 3-year-olds, for he had 
18 winners of that age who brought 
in $525,965 to their respective own- 
ers. Three of his get earned more 
than $100,000 apiece: Count Turf 
$103,900; County Delight $108,535; 
and Counterpoint with $229,925. 
The sensational rise of Count Fleet 
to the number one position on the 
American Sire List, while being me- 
teoric, occasions little surprise in 
Kentucky. He had it coming to him. 
and the fruits of painstaking effort 
and proper management are now be- 
ing harvested. Mr. Hertz was al- 
ways selective in his choice of mares 
that went to the court of Count 
Fleet, and he also made it his busi- 
ness to see that capable people bou- 


ght and raced his sire’s progeny. 
This far-sighted (but very expen-- 
sive) policy is now paying off big 


dividends of success, and we can 
look to Count Fleet to keep his pre- 
sent reputation as one of America’s 
top sires. 

As to the most winners for the 
year, that crown goes to another 
Kentucky sire, *Heliopolis, who has 
just recently changed hands from 
Coldstream Stud, to become ‘“‘the 
property of a syndicate’. Ten mem- 
bers own 32 shares in him; the larg- 
est individual owners being Henry 
H. Knight and Hugh A. Grant. The 
16-year-old son of Hyperion finish- 
ed the year with 62 winners of 149 
races, and his stud fee for 1952 is to 
be one of $3,500. Second honors in 
the most winners table went to Whir- 
laway, who is presently gallivant- 
ing and frolicking around the land 
of Gaul with sundry bands of French 
mares. ‘Mr. Longtail’? was respon- 
sible for 60 winners of 142 races, 
and the sooner we get him away 
from those fast French hussies and 
bring him back to where he belongs, 
the better off our breeders are go-

New Stud Importations 





Imported Stallions Fail To Dominate 
Lists of Stud Newcomers For 1952 





Frank Talmadge Phelps 


Imported stallions, which have 
tended to dominate the lists of stud 
newcomers in the past few years, do 
not do so in 1952. But this is chief- 
ly because an unusually high-class 
group of native-bred horses are en- 
tering stud this year, rather than 
because there has been any diminu- 
tion in the quality of the importa- 
tions. 

Seven of the horses that will stand 
their initial stud season this year in 
the United States are foreign-breds, 
although some of them raced in this 
country before their retirement. 

There is no doubt of the most 
popular male line with American 
importers, since 3 of the 7 are by 
Hyperion and another is by his son 
Helios. This is understandable, since 
the Derby and St. Leger winner of 
1933 headed the English sire list 
five times. Hyperion has gotten such 
classic or near-classic performers as 
Godiva, Gulf Stream, *Hycilla, Hy- 
perium, Owen Tudor, Pensive, Rising 
Light, Sun Chariot, Sun Stream, etc.; 
and such important sires as *Alib- 
hai, *Half Crown, *Heliopolis, Pen- 
sive (in America), Devonian, Midas, 
Orthodox, Owen Tudor, Rockefella, 
Stardust (in England), Helios (in 
Australia), ete. 

California 

Three of the 7 new stud importa- 
tions of 1952 will stand in Califor- 
nia, where breeders seem to have a 
healthy regard for an asterisk be- 
fore a stallion’s name. All three of 
the Golden State imports, *Calstone, 
*Esprit de France and *Seven Seas, 
originated in the British Isles. 

Mr. and Mrs. BE. M. Gomans have 
leased their English-bred *Calstone 
to W. W. “Tiny” Naylor, who will 
stand the 5-year-old chestnut son of 
Fair Trial—Bebe, by Bois Roussel, 
at his recently purchased ranch in 
the San Fernando Valley. The fee 
has not been announcea. 


Imported in 1950, *Calstone won 
his first 2 American starts impres- 
sively against stakes-class competi- 
tion, before going wrong. 

Notably well pred, *Calstone ts 
by England’s leading stre of 1950, 
Fair Trial, best known in this coun- 
try through the speed of his sons 
*Civil Code, *Jury Box, *Mafosta 
and *Fair Truckle. Both of the lat- 
ter two at different times held the 
world record for 6 furlongs (*Ma- 
fosta 1:09 1-5, *Fair Truckle 1:08 


2-5), although *Mafosta could 
stretch to 9 panels. ‘ 
Neil S. McCarthy’s *Esprit de 


France also raced successfully in 
America, where he defeated On 
Trust in the 1 1-16 mile San Fran- 
ciscan Handicap of 1950. The 8- 
year-old chestnut half-brother, by 
Epigram, to the stakes victor and 
Irish sire Legend of France will 
stand at Mr. McCarthy’s ranch, Los 
Angeles, Calif. His fee has not been 
announced. - 

Bred by the expatriate American 
L. L. Lawrence in (despite his 
French-sounding name) Erie, *Es- 
prit de France took the Heathcote, 
Jockey Club and Blandford Stakes, 
and the Irish St. Leger, before his 
importation in 1948. 

The French influence comes in 
through *Esprit de France’s dam, 
Francille, a two-time stakes winner 
by Battersea. 

The syndicate-owned *Seven Seas, 
stakes-winning full brother to 1950’s 
leading American sire, *Heliopolis, 
will be introduced to breeders on 
this side of the Atlantic Ocean at 
Charlie Leavitt’s Seven Seas Ranch, 
Chino, Calif., at a stud fee of $750. 

*Seven Seas, by Hyperion—Drift, 
iby Swynford, is also a full brother 
to the 1945 Oaks and 1,000 Guineas 
victor Sun Stream; and a half-broth- 
er to the 1,000 Guineas winner Tide- 
Way (dam of the Eclipse Stakes vic- 
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tor Gulf Stream), to the _ stakes- 
triumphant sire Fairhaven, and to 
the stakes-placed préducer Off 
Shore. These, together with *Helio- 
polis, are the first six foals of the 
dam, Drift, which took four added- 
money events herself. : 

Bred by Lord Derby, the 11-year- 
old bay *Seven Seas is already a 
proved sire, with two crops of racing 
age in England. His foals are noted 
for their good looks. 


Kentucky 

Blue Grass breeders have a pair 
of handsome outlanders, the Irish- 
bred *High Bandit and the Italian- 
bred *Solero, entering the Ken- 
tucky stallion ranks this year. 

Joseph Donahue’s *High Bandit, 
which bowed a tendon after his first 
American start this summer, has 
been retired to Dr. Charles Hag- 
.yard’s Hagyard Farm, Lexington, 
Ky., at a stud fee of $500 live foal. 
The big, righ bay 5-year-old is a half- 
brother, by Hyperion, to the minor 
American stakes, winner *Hafle. 

*High Bandit, out of Banditry, by 
Blandford, equalled the Baldoyle 
track record in the Raheny Plate in 
his native Ireland. He is ,said to 
look and move much like his sire, 
Hyperion. 

James Emery’s *Solero will stand . 
at Joe Knight’s Woodlawn Farm, 
Nicholasville, Ky., at a stud fee of 
$750 live foal (payable September 
i 

The &-year-old half-brother, by 
El Greco, to the crack juvenile Ser- 
naglia captured 7 stakes and 16 
other races, including 8 in a row, in 
Italy. = 

*Solero combines‘the great French 
and Italian pranches of the fertile 
Bend Or line; since his sire is by 
Phalaris’ son Pharos and his dam, 
Signa, is by *Teddy’s son *Ortello. 
El Greco, sire of *Solero, was un- 
beaten at 2, when he was rated just 
half a kilo below the champion Don- 
atello II on the Italian Free Handi- 
cap. El Greco took the Italian St. 
Leger at 8, and the following year 
was again undefeated. The Italian 
government extracted a promise that 
El Greco would never leave Italy, 
before it permitted’ the exportation 
to England of Nearco, the other 
great Italian son of Pharos.

Such 
lines have proven their quality 
throughout the existence of Ameri- 
can racing and preeding. 

One only has to consider that the 
roster compilation for the United 
States includes 1,286 stallions, of 
which 154 are imports, and 384 are 
by imported sires, making it 538 
sires which are either tmported or 
sons of imports, to really start pon- 
dering on the question. Boiling it 
down to a percentage it puts about 
42 percent of the studs in this coun-~- 
try in the above category. 

Going further with the oserva- 
tion 144 of the stallions are out of 
imported mares and 403 of the mares 
on the list are by imported stallions, 
which makes the percentage of stal- 
lions having imported blood in the 
U. S. above the 50 percent mark. 

Another step coulda be taken by 
figuring the dam and her sire on 
the top line of each stallion repre- 
sented, but the research done so far 
presents a very good picture on just 
how much imported blood U. S. stal- 
lions are carrying. 

Only the future can tell what will 
be the result of the present breed- 
ing trends. But by taking the noted 
English stallion Hyperion as an ex- 
ample anyone can see which way the 
wind blows. He is the sire or grand- 
sire of 45 of the stallions, and at the 
rate his sons and grandsons are be- 
ing put to stud duty in this country, 
the number should be multiplied by 
plenty in the future. 

The theory of importing tne best 
and crossing the blood with our 


Mark 


lines is a good one, but when it gets 
out of proportion, American blood- 
lines must suffer. 

Of the 48 states, 45 are represent- 
ed with Maine, Mississippi and Wis- 
consin the only states in which no 
Thoroughbred stallions were report- 
ed to us. California leads with 345, 
Kentucky 2nd with 261, Virginia 
3rd with 118 and Maryland 4th with 
71. 

The fees range from free to $5, 
000 and anyone who owns a mare, 
any kind of a mare, should have no 
trouble to find a court to send her 
to, that is if he doesn’t aim at the 
very highest brackets. 

More stallions are now being syn- 
dicated than ever in the nistory of 
Thoroughbred breeding and more 
people have become interested in 
breeding a Thoroughbred. This may 
not be good for the upholding of 
yearling prices put no one can deny 
it has a definite bearing on _ the 
amount of pbreeders who get that 
“old yearning’ to see how good the 
one they pred will turn out, thereby 
“eluttering up the tracks’’, as they 
keep repeating, ‘‘with cheap horses”. 

What the solution to this ‘‘clut- 
tering up” problem will he no one 
seems to know, but it will have to 
be solved. As long as interest in rac- 
ing keeps growing by leaps and 
bounds, interest in breeding will do 
the same. However the sport has been 
confronted with more difficult pro- 
blems in the past which have been 
solved and there is no reason to be- 
lieve that the over-production of 
cheap horses can’t be. Good racing 
depends on a healthy breeding in- 
dusty and vice versa.

You asked me about the walk-up 
gate used this past fall at Rocking- 
ham. |] think Lou Smith started 
people thinking and may be the dif- 
ferent gate companies’ will start 
thinking of the future and improve 
on their gates. The starting gate 
now in use at most tracks hasn’t 
been changed to amount to anything 
in 13 years, yet there is a big dif- 
ference in the 1939 car and the car 
of today. I’ve heard horsemen take 
both sides on the new gate. I can’t 
say anything about it. I’ve never 
seen it, but if it will improve start- 


‘ing, I’m for it. I don’t think we can 


say the starting gates haven’t speed- 
ed up starting and improved it. You 
spoke of horsemen not betng able to 
get their horses in on account of 
the field being limited to 12 or 14 
horses. The reason for this, as I’ve 
said before, doesn’t lie in the gate—

The Eng- 
lish-bred sire is by Hyperion—Foxy 
Gal, American-bred full sister to the 
stakes winners Flying Gal (dam of 
*Boswell, *Gainly, *Hypnotist II, 
Precipitous and Shackleton), Flying 
Spear and Fenelon; to the dams of 
Gallant Duke, Apache and Thread 
o’Gold; etc. 

*Beau Gem’s dam, French Gem, 
captured the Minook Two- Year-Old 
and Oaks Stakes. She is a half-sister, 
by Beau Fils, to three other added- 
money victors; and is out of the 
Tooronga Handicap winner Fission. 
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it’s the width of the track itself. The 
half-mile tracks can’t handle much 
more than 8; the mile tracks, 12 or 
14. Sometimes they start more in 
stakes, but then there is a lot of 
crowding, so you might say the only 
safe place to start more would be 
the Widener Chute. 

You mentioned if there were too 
many starters in a race, you could 
start them in two sections, one be- 
hind the other. Well, to start off 
with, our horsemen wouldn’t stand 
for it. How would you like to have 
your horse in a $25,000 stake: going 
6 furlongs in the second section? 
They start fields as high as 28 hors- 
es from two starting gates at Bel- 
mont Park, so if they would make 
the mile track a little wider and 
maybe an eighth of a mile longer, 
the gate company would come out 
with a longer gate with more stalls. 
That would make it easier for the 
horsemen to get their horses in races. 

I started with 4 different starting 
gates in 1950. They were the ‘‘Puet- 
te’, ‘‘Westinghouse”’, ‘‘Bahr’ and 
“United Gates’. They all worked 
very well and I was satisfied and all! 
the horsemen seemed to be. There 1s 
far less ‘‘beefing’’ today than there 
was in the days of the bull whips 
and chains over horses’ noses to 
keep them in line. 

I think starting has come a long 
way in the last few years. Horsemen 
like to school their horses now, when 
vears back they dreaded taking their 
horses to the gate. The main thing 
about starting horses is to have good, 
capable assistants to handle them if 
they need it and if horsemen will 
school their horses more often, the 
less they will have to be handled tn 
the gate. 

There exists today one outfit who 
schools its horses faithfully no mat- 
ter what age, and they’ve had from 
20 to 40 horses in training. For the’ 
past 12 years they’ve never had one 
on the schooling list, so evidently 
schooling helps. 

My conception of present day 
starting is to get them in the gate; 
get them away in the fastest possi- 
ble time. This has seemed to meet 
with the approval of both the horse- 
men and the public. It is my belief 
that delays at the gate can only lead 
to hazards involving horses and joc- 
keys, or both.

A Brief History of “NORDLICHT 


One of the outstanding European horses of his time, *Nordlicht won the Preis von Fur- 
tenstein, Veilchen-Rennen, German Derby, and Grosser Preis von Wien. The names 
mean little to American breeders but the latter two races are of the most importance 
to horsemen in Germany and Austria. *Nordlicht won from 1 mile to 11% miles.

America has acquired few German sires, but those that have stood here have done well. 
There was *Traumer, for many years one of the top sires owned by the late W. S. 
Kilmer. More recently *Mio d’Arezzo, sire of Mioland. *Nordlicht’s breeding is one 
of the very best. He is a son of the great Oleander and out of the unbeaten Nereide. 
Oleander led the German sire list for nine years—eight of them consecutively. His sire, 
Prunus, was also a leading German sire, while Dark Ronald is well known to Americans. 
*Nordlicht comes from one of the most successful families in the world today. Years 
ago an American mare was shipped to England named Sibola, she won the English 
Oaks. Her daughter, Catnip, was sent to Italy and has become the cornerstone of the 
famed Frederick! Tesio’s stud—Nearco, Niccolo Dell’Arca, and many others are exerting 
an influence on modern pedigrees all out of proportion to probabilities—the probabili- 
ties of numbers and normal success in the stud.

ing to be. Of course .a statement 
like that is nothing short of pure 
hersey here in the Blue Grass, where 
it has become fashionable to talk 
of ‘‘that hot Blenheim blood’? when 
speaking of Whirlaway and his get. 
The popular notion is that they are 
all hard to handle and constitute 
more headaches than a visit from 
the income tax collector. This is a 
perfect example of how a half truth 
can gain credence, until it becomes 
an accepted fact by those who are 
prepared to believe and repeat any 
gossip that is going the rounds. Some 
few months ago I heard a reputable 
trainer (who certainly should have 
known better) make the flat and 
unequivocal assertion that he “‘wou- 
ld never buy a Whirlaway because 
they were all mad and that any 
horse who had to do all his racing 
on dope, could never make a success- 
ful sire’. I wonder if the gentle- 
man concerned would have dared 
make such an utterance while Mr. 
Warren Wright was alive? Many of 
the Whirlaways are, indeed, very 
much on their toes, but I have yet 
to encounter one who did not re- 
spond to careful and_ specialized 
handling, even as Whirlaway him- 
self did. They are most certainly 
not horses to be raced by trainers 
who have large strings in their care, 
for they cannot afford time and pat- 
ience to fool with them. However, 
given intelligent ownership and pro- 
blem child treatment, they are no 
different than the progeny of any 
other stallion, except that they can 
run a bit faster. ‘Mr. Longtail” 
didn’t sire those 60 winners of 142 
races by accident, you know, nor 
does a man like Marcel Boussac sad- 
dle himself with headaches of that 
sort unless he is sure that they can 
be coped with. When ‘‘Whirlaway’s’”’ 
first European crop start racing, two 


years hence, I am pretty certain we 
shall regret ever having permitted 
him to go abroad. 

As for the race for leading sire 
of 2-year-olds: That finished in a 
dead heat between War Dog and 
First Fiddle. A bare week before 
the season ended it seemed as if the 
son of *Royal Minstrel had the con- 
test all sewn up in a big black bag. 
Then, War Dog jumped up with se- 
veral late winners to force a tie 
with 15 apiece. First Fiddle, of cour- 
se, stands at Walter J. Salmon’s 
Mereworth Farm, while War Dog 
comes from Miss Mildred Wool- 
wine’s efficiently run White Oaks 
Farm. Both establishements are in 
Lexington. 

Turning from the actual to the 
potential, we find that there are 
more recruits than usual to the Stal- 
lion Roster of Kentucky. Around 16 
newcomers are slated for stud duty 
in 1952. Citation and Coaltown, 
of course, need no introduction from 
me, or anyone else. Their deeds 
speak for them. The same remark 
applies to *Noor, who is to stand 
his first Kentucky season in the 
care of Charlie Kenney at Spring- 
dale Farm. Kenney is a _ practical 
horseman who speaks his mind and 
is not scared to get his boots mud- 
dy. Now that he has left Coldstream 
he has become established in his 
own right. His talents were quickly 
recognized and he starts 1952 with 
two good ‘studs (*Noor and John’s 
Joy) as well as a brood mare band 
that is as good as anything in the 
Blue Grass. He is also unique in a 
field outside his chosen profession, 
being the sire of three of the best 
mannered children in the State of 
Kentucky. When living close to the 
earth, people often tend to become 
rough and ready of mein. Somehow 
or other, they like to think that this 
emphasizes their, sturdy indepen- 
dence, but none of that nonsense is 
stood for at the Maison Kenney. 
3oth his horses and his family are 


outstanding. The former in condi- 
tion, and the latter in genuine good 
manners. 

Over at Crown Crest, Mr. and Mrs. 
Reineman are introducing two tyro 
stallions to their newly finished stal- 
lion barn. They are Salmagundi 
and Carrara Marble. Although a 
novice, Salmagundi looks every inch 
a stud, and the son of Hash—-Mana- 


tella should do exceptionally well. 
As for “The Marble’ he has very 
definite prospects as a sire. The 


Reinemans made him as a racehorse, 
and they are equally determined ¢o 
make him as a stallion. If he can 
bequeath to his get his own trait 
of lightning speed, he may well be 
a top stud in the making. His own- 
ers are seeing to it that he does not 
lack for first-class mares. 

Donald P. Ross, who is better 
known as the owner of the Brandy- 
wine Stable, is also retiring two of 
his favorites. Cochise goes to Cy 
White’s Elsmeade Farm on the Rus- 
sell Cave Pike, while Greek Song 
is to stand at Hedgewood Farm be- 
longing to Charlie Asbury. In both 
cases their respective records are 
their own recommendations. Cochise, 
in particular, excites the imagina- 
tion, and is as nice a looking sire 
prospect as can be found anywhere. 

No less than three new sons of 


the now aging *Mahmoud are to 
enter the breeding barns of Ken- 
tucky in 1952. They are Mount 


Marcy (at the C. V. Whitney Farm), 
Mr. Trouble (at Hal Price Headley’s 
3eaumont Farm) and Daily Dip, 
who is syndicated and is to stand in 
Paris at Carter Thornton’s Threave 
Main Stud. 

There are also three importations 
into the State. *Solero from Italy, 
and *High Profit and *High Bandit 
from Ireland. The last are both 
Hyperions, while Solero is the son 
of El Greco—Signa, she by *Ortello. 
I must regretfully disqualify myself 
from telling you anything about the 
two Hyperions, as I am financially 
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interested in both of them, thus 
admittedly making any judgment of 
mine biased. I can, however, say 
that I am enthusiastic about both. 
*High Banidt is at Doctor Charlie 
Hagyard’s Farm on the Paris Pike, 
while *High Profit is temporarily 
boarding at Crown Crest, while 
awaiting either outright sale or 
syndication. Whoever, becomes his 
new owner will get something more 
than a grand pedigree, for *High 
Protit is a real chip from his sire 
block——every inch a horse and a 
proven stud to boot. 

The stallion roster at Spendthrift 
Farm now numbers 16, which is an 
increase of one over last year.- The 
“new boy” is the 7-year-old Royal 
Blood (Coldstream—-Spotted Beauty, 
she by Man o’War), who is owned 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Graham’s Maine 
Chance Farm. At the track he was 
a stakes winner of over $100,000, 
and his fee for his initial year is 
one of $500, live foal. 

Another recent arrival is De Luxe 
who is to be taught his duty at 
White Oaks Farm. His pedigree is 
absolutely stakes studded, while his 
history is that of an equine Dick 
Whittington. If he does half as well 
as his antecedents suggest, this is 
the one and only time you will ever 
breed to him for $350. 

Then there is Navy Chief (War 
Admiral—Sari Omar, she by #*Sir 
Gallahad III) who is to become resi- 
dent stallion over at Tommy Ran- 
kin’s Turfland Farm on the Athens 
Boonesboro Road. Navy Chief was 
a stakes winner of repute and de- 
feated many of the top horses of his 
day. Tommy Rankin is one of the 
younger generation of Blue Grass 
horsemen and is a veritable dynamo 
of enthusiasm. It is nice to see him 
get a good horse in his care, for, 
in Navy Chief he has a stud that 
can well make a name for both of 
them. Last, but by no means least, 
we have Admiral Lea, a son of Bull

“The Mostest Horse” 
Portrayed On Canvas 
By Vaughn Flannery 


Vaughn Flannery’s picture, Turn- 
ing Out Man o’War, shows America’s 
most famous sire and racehorse with 
his devoted friend Will Harbut. The 
painting beautifully displays the 
look of eagles of the grand old 
horse, whom the colored man so fit- 
tingly and proudly referred to as 
“the mostest horse’. Mr. Flannery 
painted one of his finest portraits 
when he completed this canvas. 
There is so much in the painting 
showing the imaginative depth of 
Vaughn Flannery’s work, the proud, 
erect carriage of the old horse, the 
faithful, sympathetic figure by his 
side. 


Man o’War was well past his 
prime, but still the spirit and fire 
was there, the hidden essence which 
makes a racehorse despite all the 
pedigrees, performance charts and 
planning. 


It would take volumes to begin to 
relate the history of the great Man 
o’War on the race course and in the 
stud. Almost everyone knows that 
he ‘suffered only one defeat out of 
his 21 starts at 2 and 3, and in that 
race Upset was favored with more 
than his share of good racrng luck. 


Man o’War set 5 American re- 
cords, 2 track records, and equalled 


another. At the present time, his 
1 3-8 miles in 2.14 1-5, tne occasion 
of which was the 1920 Belmont 
Stakes, still stands as a world’s re- 
cord. 


His stud career was just as suc- 
cessful as his racing days had been. 
He consistently sired outstanding 
horses. Sons and daughters like 
American Flag, Crusader, Bateau, 
War Glory, War Admiral, U-Boat, 
Florence Nightingale, Corvette, and 
many others kept his name alive. 
Aside from this, his 198 daughters 
consistently kept him high on the 
broodmare sire list. 

One of the high points of his stud 
career was during the season of 1937 
and 1938 when War Admiral won 
the Triple Crown, Battleship the 
English Grand National, Blockade, 
the Maryland Hunt Cup, and Holy- 
stone, the conformation hunter 
championship of the National Horse 
Show at Madison Square Garden. A 
good sire gets horses that can do 
anything. 

The year just passed marked a 
milestone in the history of Man 
o’War for during it occurred the 
deaths of Samuel D. Riddle and Miss 
Elizabeth Daingerfield, who manag- 
ed the famous stallion until 1930 
for Mr. Riddle, and at whose Hinata 
Farm Man o’War was first retired. 

With the passing from the sport- 
ing scene of Mr. Riddle and Miss 
Daingerfield, the living story of 
those most closely connected with 
Man o’War comes to a close. From

On the industry’s political front 
in Kentucky, the principal event was 
the proposed merger between the N. 
A. T. B. and the A. T. B. A. This has 
yet to get and if the two opposing 
bodies can ever be got together at 
one time, good may yet come of it. 
I suggest that a joint meeting be 
called one morning on the lawn at 
Saratoga, that being about the only 
place where it may be possible to 
concentrate a quorum of both as- 
sociations. 

Well, so much for Kentuckiana 
1951. Doubtless I have forgotten 
many important items, both pro and 
con, but this much is certain. We 
have all seen many worse years than 
last, and, I doubt not, will all live 
to see many better. In any case, 
Old Mister 1951 is now dead and 
buried, so, let us speak no ill of the 
late departed. Sufficient unto the 
year are the dollars thereof. 





now on the horse will continue to 
be regarded as one of the greatest 
horses of all time. but his story must 
be remembered by his record and 
not again told by the three who 
were most intimately connected with 
his famous career.

So, as I look back over this, there 
does not seem really to be any moral 
in it, except that sire lines’ behave 
peculiarly. Some of them unbeliev- 
ably last, and some of them just 
as unbelievably die. But this does 
not prevent anyone from being a 
pedigree expert, because usually it 
takes a sire line twenty or thirty 
years to prove a pedigree expert 
wrong, and by that time the expert 
is usually hard to get at.

The assembling of data for our 
annual stallion roster is quite an 
undertaking and can get one invol- 
ved in “‘a wild goose chase’’, merry- 
go-round, run around, etc. In most 
cases when this happens tt 1s not that 
the people connected with the horses 
are not cooperative but only that the 
information which they have at the 
time is not definite. 

Following are some of the inci- 
dents in which the letters of the 
alphabet are used for the stallions 
and farms, for obvious reasons. Card 
on stallion A was returned by the

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was no longer there. The owner of 
the stallion was contracted; he re- 
plied promptly that the stallion was 
loaned to the farm in question. The 
farm owner was re-contacted. An 
outside source told the story that 
the agent for the stallion took him 
away from the farm, and_ shortly 
after had him put down. In this case 
the sire in question must have been 
put down without the owner know- 
ing it. 

Another note read, ‘‘Kindly be 
advised that horse B is not standing 
at X farm. The owner is Mrs. Blank.’’ 
The following day we noted one of 
the breeding publications advertis- 
ing the stallion as standing at above 
mentioned farm X. A lot of good 
money is being wasted if the horse 
isn’t there. 

Agent for stallion C reports the 
horse at one farm, his owner at 
another. Which way do we go from 
here? 

Most of the owners have the breed- 
ing of their stallions planted pretty 
firmly in their minds, but the date 
they were foaled is another thing. 
Some owners insist on making their 
horses a year or two younger and 
others don’t do justice to their stal- 
lions by making them 2 or 3 years 
older. 

Don’t let the above be misleading, 
all of the information coming in on 
stallions is nof# messed up. In fact, 
the greatest percentage of the cards 
come in with the information very 
precisely and correctly checked. 
Some of the accompanying ‘letters

BREEDING INTEREST 

The Chronicle has been getting 
changes on the location, new owners 
and new stallions up to the time the 
paper went to press, and keeping the 
Statistics up-to-date is quite an un- 
dertaking. The most striking fact 
brought home by all the figures is 
the tremendous influence and inter- 
est the breeders generate mn racing. 

When a 2-year-old is making his 
first start there is no telling how 
many people are at the track, scan- 
ning the papers, TV or listening to 
the radio to see how that particular 
youngster is making out. You can 
start with the owner of the mare, 
or breeder of the hopeful, who with 
his family, grooms, farm hands and 
the neighbors are all keeping a 
weather eye peeled for the outcome 
of the race. Everyone connected with 
the farm where the stallion stands 
will also be on his toes to see if 
another of the sire’s get will make 
good. 

Should the youngster be a success, 
and you are in the neghborhood, you 
will be told very quickly that, “We 
bred him’. ‘We sold him at the 
sales.’’ ‘‘He is by our stallion’’. For

no matter how many times a horse 
changes hands he is always ‘our 
horse” to all those who were ever 
associated with him, if he becomes 
a success. 

These activities go on with the 
start of each new racing season, and 
everyone who owns a stallion, brood- 
mare or has anything to’ do with 
them in any way, keeps looking for 
that big stakes winner ‘‘next year.”
